resented  as  very  pure.  About  the  year 
1 796,  a gfiUlcniait.;*  then  just  deran- 
ged froiii  the  ;y;niy,  visited  these  regi- 
ons. lie  copStlMeled  a map  of  his  tra- 
vels— on  which  lie  delineated  flie  place 
in  question,  and  denominated  it  uSa/t 
Jlfoun'ain.  He  .soon  afterwards  died 
in  the  Mexican  mountains — but  his 
map  is  carefully  preserved.  The  wa- 
ter in  this  branch,  as  may  be  well  sup- 
posed, is  extremely  salt.  In  the  spring, 
it  generally  hursts  over  its  banks,  and 
covers  alt  tiic  low  lands  or  bottoms. 
When  the  waters  subside,  a sheet  of 
s.ilt  from  three  to  five  inches  in  thick- 
ness, is  left  on  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  This  fact  is  attested  by  a re- 
spectable man,  who  spent  two  years  on 
this  branch  in  pursuit  of  peltries — but 
he  did  not  penetrate  it  to  its  source. 

There  is  another  appearance  of  .salt 
on  one  of  the  N.  E.  branches  of  (lie  .Ar- 
kansas, equally  rental kablc.  This  is 
what  is  usually  denontinaled  the  Sai: 
Prairie.  The  extent  of  this  Prair  e is 
about  20  miles  diameter.  It  is  compo- 
sed of  a dark  coloured  sand — and  so 
extremely  hard,  that  the  feet  of  horses 
will  hardly  make  any  impression  on  it. 
Nothing  apjtears  to  grow  on  it;  and 
this  is  accounted  f.tr  from  tlie  saline 
qualities  of  the  ground.  The  heat  of 
the  sui-  by  exhaling  moisture,  leaves 
a fine  white  salt  over  this  immense  sur- 
face. It  sometimes  rises  to  the  thick- 
ness of  tw  o inches,  and  seldom  more 
— but  this  always  depends  on  the  de- 
grees of  heat.  In  some  instances  it 
resembles  fine  table  salt,  and  may  be 
scraped  or  swept  into  heaps  ; in  others 
an  incrustation  is  formed,  and  it  co- 
heres like  a sheet  of  ice.  Heavy  rains 
dissolve  the  salt,  and  precipitate  it  into 
the  branch.  What  the  water  cannot 
carry  away,  is  left  on  the  sands,  where 
large  quantities  of  it  may  be  gathered. 
This  Prairie  is  annually  visited  by  num- 
bers of  our  Indian  traders,  and  they  sel- 
dom fail  to  preserve  specimens  of  t’.te 
salt. 

The  salt  from  these  two  brajtches 
affect  the  .Arkansas  even  to  its  mouth. 
The  water  at  the  village  of  tl,e  Arkan- 
sas 45  miles  from  the  Mississippi,  is 
frequently  so  much,  impregnated  with 
salt,  as  to  be  un^:,r  fur  use.  This  has 


often  been  declared  by  the  inhabitants 
of  that  village. 

At  this  village  the  French  arrived 
from  Canada  as  early  as  1685,  where 
they  formed  a settlement.  In  1687, 
some  of  the  murderers  of  the  unfortu- 
nate M.  (1^  Ja  Sttlle,  joined  them,  .■^t

Partly  to  concil- 
iate their  afl’eciionijl  and  partly  from 
iiioiives  of  interest,  the  French  inter- 
man  led  with  them,  and  adopted  their 
manners  and  ciistonis.  Very  few  of 
the  present  inliahitants  ai  c destitute  of 
the  blood  of  the  ancitpt  natives.  When 
the  Frepcli  first  settled  Louisiana  in 
168),  they  almost  wholly  abandoned 
agriciiluire,  and  turjud  llicir  attention 
to  the  peltry  trade;  s<’>'‘t!i.at  for  the  last 
80  years  their  populitioii  has  not  much 
increased,  and  their  wca|lh  lias  greatly 
diminished.  Thv  villap^  of  the  Ar- 
kansas affords  a remarkable  inst.ince  of 
this  fact  ; for,  tlioiigli  sitiiuled  in  the 
bosom  of  a fertile  country,  it  only  con- 
tains about  40  wretched  families,  the 
descendants  of  Europeans. 

Perhaps  there  are  few  rivers  in  I.oti- 
isianu,  on  the  bordersbf  which  a great- 
er quantity  of  tjnd  is  found,  than 
on  those  of  the  .Arkansas.  The  inter- 
vals or  bottoms  are  of  great  extent — 
and  most  ofthe  liigh  grounds  though  of 
a rolling  nature,  are  fit  for  cultivation, 
fhe  climate  too,  where  not  infected  by 
the  vapours  of  the  Mississippi,  is  heal- 
thy ahd  agreeable.  These  regions  al- 
so furnish  several  rich  and  extensive 
lead-mines,  and  an  old  French  writer 
(Due  Pratz.)  declares,  that  he  saw  at 
the  mouth  of  a rivulet  on  the  Arkansas, 
a considerable  quantity  of  gold  dust, 
precipitated  from  the  hills  by  the  rains. 
At  the  mouth  of  a rivulet  on  this  river, 
the  arms  of  France  carved  on  a large 
tree,  are  still  to  be  seen,  though  much 
defaced  by  time  ; and  perhaps  this  is 
the  place  alluded  to.

Mr.  Johnson.  When  I consider  it 
my  indispensable  duty  to  address  you,I 
shall  apologise  nehlier  for  the  manlier, 
nor  the  time — and,  however  feeble  my 
powers,  to  speak  the  sentiments  of 
those  whose  confidence  and  whose  al. 
feciions  have  placed  me  here  is  a 
source  of  happiness  which  1 cannot 
describe.  To  be  silent  on  this  occasi- 
on would  do  great  injustice  to  the  love 
of  national  honor  8c  the  patriotism  of  the 
district  I represent,  and  in  fact  of  the 
state  in  which  I live.  The  gentlemen 
ill  opposition  to  the  resolution  have 
given  an  extent  to  this  discussion 
which  has  involved  our  foreign  relati- 
ons with  all  the  world.  I maybe  per- 
mitted, therefore,  without  being  con- 
sidered prolix,  to  embrace  in  my  re<- 
marks  the  disavowed  arrangement  a'ld 
the  events  subsequent — nor  shall  1 be 
considereds  wandering  from  the  s’jbject 
to  review  the  situation  of  thisoountry 
at  the  time  ofthe  disavowed  arrange- 
ment, and  to  mention  the  great  events 
which  pressed  heavily  upoii  the  eve  of 
this  period.  What  was  t'.iis  situation 
and  these  pressing  and  impending 
events  previous  to  the  arrangement  ? 
Our  embarrasments  ha  d never  been  so 
great  since  the  revolu  tion,  nor  our  in- 
juries so  numerous,  so  serious,  so  ag- 
gravated— the  poli  tical  horizon  was 
overshadowed  wit'i  clouds  and  dark- 
ness— no  comnier.cial  arrangement  ex- 
isted between  Oreat  Britain  and  the 
United  States  ; we  were  bound  togeth- 
er by  no  convr.ntional  ties — by  no  trea- 
ty obligation  . The  commercial  part 
ot  Jay’s  trca'.y  which  conceded  so  much 
to  England,  and  which  has  so  justly  iii' 
ctirred  thf»  execration  of  the  friends  of 
our  inde'pendence,  had  expired.  We 
were  aP.oat  upon  the  ocean,  upo.n  the 
broad  'jiasis  ofthe  laws  of  nations,  un- 
der v/hich  for  a few  years  we  were 
groi,»ing  in  wealth  and  happiness  in  a 
ma.nner  that  excited  the  jealousy  of 
G real  Britain.  She  had  tailed  to  gain 
Uie  same  advantages  by  another  treaty 
and  she  refused  to  enter  into  a recipro- 
cal and  liberal  one.  Failing  in  this  at- 
tempt, the  laws  of  nations  were  disre- 
garded —changed  by  municipal  regula- 
tions, and  executed  by  the  British 
cannon — power  and  necessity  became 
her  code  of  maritime  laws,  and  our 
commerce  and  our  innocent  and  Inde- 
pendent citizens  fell  a sacrifice  to  this 
system  of  iniquity.  The  subject  of

circuitous,  the  subject  of  blockade  by 
which  the  civilized  woild  has  been 
closed  to  our  commerce  by  proclama- 
tions oil  paper,  the  list  of  contraband,  !

tion  lu-ldiiig  out  farther  pretcnsii 
upon  the  subject  of  impiessiiicnt  t' Aati 
have  ever  been  exercised  with  ail  tl  hew 
nefarious  practices,  the  order  in  c<  jnm- 
cil  levied  u Uibutc,a  tax,  a contrib*  Mioii 

upon  your  soil  and  your  properl/y 

These  were  the  subjects  of  dis  /pule, 
the  points  of  controversy.  Alonc/.ruent 
for  the  injuries  refused,  and  iicgoc  liaiioii 
on’ o(hcr  points  had  failed.  The  most 
s'angiiiiie  among  us  gave  up  all  / hopes 
of  better  times.  The  crisis  was  / awful 
which  presented  to  the  Americ  joi  peo 
pic  the  aitui iiaiii cs  of  war,  ei  r, barge 
or  disgrace — our  situation  was  i^  nde 
cd  more  perrilous  by  the  intern  jsl  tiiv 
sionsat  home  and  the  oppositio:/i  which 
constitutional  laws  met  with  i|n  many 
parts  of  the  U.  States.  In  th’is,  hour  of 
peril  and  danger,  the  dis;a\  owed  ai 
langemcnt  was  announced  /to  the  ]ieo 
pic  ofthe  United  Slates  Wy  our  Chie 
Executive  Magistrate — an,  arrangenicnt 
which  made  atonement  i A part  for  lli 
murder  of  our  countryi/nen  on  '.board 
the  Chesapeake,  ofletei/l  a prospect  of 
restoring  the  men  now  fm  captivity  and 
exile — which  rescindei/l  the  orders  in 
council  as  they  respe/cted  the  U.  S-— 
with  a promise  of  sending  a special 
minister  vested  with  hull  powers  to  con 
elude  a treaty  of  per/ce.  I cannot  des 
cribc  the  feelings  of/the  .Ameiicati  peo 
pic  at  this  welcom/e  news,  w hen  the 
agreeable  surprizia  permitted  reAec 
tion — the  prospec  t of  peace  made  their 
joy  immoderate.  A political  jubilee 

was  proclaimed.  It  was  fondly  hoped 
that  a pledge  1 p.d  been  given  or  a dis- 
position manifcMed  to  obliviale  the  in- 
sults and  wrongs  of  twenty  years  in  a 
just  and  amicable  arrangement.  The 
effects  ot  this  disavowed  arraDgement 
were  universal,  not  confined  to  one  par- 
ty, nor  to  one  class  of  citizens.  The 
few  who  doubted  the  fnith  of  Great 

Britain  were  denounced no  party 

or  politician  dared  at  th/.t  time  to  sav, 
and  it  could  not  be  sj  id,  that  Grea't 
Britain  had  surrendered  any  right,  that 
she  had  abandoned  nny ' jauiiciplc  ol 
equity  or  the  laws  of  nation^  nor  that 
G.  Britain  had  more  than  atoned  for 
the  injuries  in  which  reparation  was 
tendered,  nor  that  Mr.  Erskinc  had 
been  over-reached,  wr  that  he  had 
compromited  the  hct/ior  of  his  govcni- 
nitiit.  Not  even  British  emissaries 
nor  the  papers  su’pposed  to  be  devoted 
to  the  British  ini  erest  dared  to  assert 
any  of  these  positions.  .There  was  a 
difference  of  'opinion  with  respect  to 
the  arrangerr.cnt  in  this  : that  one  party 
contended  'or  thought  that  it  contained 
the  maxin.ium  of  what  we  had  a right 
to  ask.  The  other  party  contended 
or  tlioi’jght.  that  it  was  the  minimum 
of  justice,  that  we  had  a right  to  de- 
mai)  d more.  But  all  concurred  in 
ucrepting  the  arraugement  with 
g.reac  joy.  'fliis  arrangement  fur- 
nished subject  matter  for  a very  new  k 
interesting  discussion  as  unexpected  as 
the  arrangement.  AVhat  was  this  con- 
test which  was  wagotl  so  very  warmly 
why,  sir,  it  was  who  should  claim  the 
credit  of  the  arrangement.  This  was 
the  dispute — forces  were  marshalled — 
the  news  papers  were  engaged  and  the 
orators  of  this  House  came  forth  in  all 
their  strength.  I was  also  anxious  to 
share  a little  of  the  credit,  and  there- 
fore 1 put  in  my  little  mile  with  the 
rest.  It  was  said  by  some  of  the  oppo- 
nents to  the  measures  of  the  adminis- 
tration and  the  government  that  their 
opposition  had  produced  the  arrange- 
ment with  Great  Britain  ; and  they 
therefore  claimed  the  credit  of  the  hap- 
py change.  I could  not  subscribe  to 
this  doctrine,  because  I could  not  per- 
ceive its  reasonableness,  and  it  would 
have  taken  from  those  with  whom  I 
acted  all  the  credit  for  which  they  con-' 
tended.  Tl  was  by  others  ascribed  to 
the  good  disposition  of  Great  Britain 
towards  the  United  States  which  had 
ever  existed,  who  said  that  Great  Bri- 
tain  had  been  prevented  from  a display 
of  that  good  disposition  to  do  us  jus- 
tice on  account  ofthe  partiality  of  Mr. 
JcA'erson  to  France  and  his  hostility  to 
England.  It  was  with  sorrow,  howev- 
er, Sir.  that  I heard  that  great  and  good 
man  called  a French  partizan  ; ^a  man 
who  could  not  be  injured  by  such  un- 
founded charges,  and  whose  name  will 
be  inscribed  in  the  Temple  of  renown 
in  indelible  letters  ; not  only  for  his 
great  abilities,  but  his  great  goodness. 
To  bring  other  proof  ofthe  good  dis- 
position of  Great  Britain,  Mr.  Aloiiroe’s 
Treaty,  »nd  Mr.  Rose’s  mission  were 
called  up.  It  was  a great  consolation 
to  me,  however,  that  it  was  admitted  by 
the  same  persons  that  Mr.  Madison.- in 


whom  1 have  the  greatest  confitlence, 
VVuS  in,  pat  tial  to  wauls  the  two  gi  eat  bej. 
ligci tills,  and  iliertloie  cniiilcd  to 
tiiaiiks  atid  approbation.  AiioLhcr  par- 
ly, called  ihe  repubiicans,  asciiLc  tho 
arrangeinei.t  v.iili  Mr.  Eiskine  to  the 
wise  and  pati  iotic  incusuits  ot  th.e  gov - 
eriuiient,  andlolhe  events  i.i  Europe 
which  weie  at  that  time  t.is^strcus  to 
Engiisli  liopes.  I was  of  this  nnuibei. 

But  while  we  were  coutempiaun-.r 
this  goivteii  gc,  this  new  era  in  our 
histoiy,  at  a time  when  tlie  lariiier 
li«d  piepared  his  grain  lor  market,  and 
promised  liis  impatient  crecitor  sf-etdy 
payment,  when  the  mechanic  expccieii 
an  additicnal  rew  ard  for  his  h.bor;  when 
the  Aag  of  the  honest  trader  flouted  in 
the  winds  of  every  region,  and  the  sea- 
men exuiictl  vvitii  joy  at  the  leiuiii  tt' 
better  limes,  and  the  wife  and  cliildie,i 
cl  a t'o’.id  husband  and  affectionate  pa- 
rent 1 herisbc'd  a hope  cl  mccliii  ’* 
again  th.e  ileai  cst  object  e f their  affec- 
tion, deiainevi  by  British  imprcssi.ieius 
— At  this  eventful  niomei.t  it  was  tliai 
the  oisavowal  of  that  arrangement  wa. 
announced  to  blast  our  hopes,  uiitl  to 
put  down  our  pretensions  to  credit. 
Laying  out  of  the  question  past  events, 
we  are  furnished  by  this  disavows!  witli 
subject  matter  for  another  long  talk 
equally  as  important  if  not  as  amusing 
as  the  one  1 have  nieniiontd — old  griev- 
sinces  are  done  away  or  merged  in 
those  of  later  date. 

W hat  is  this  new  subject  of  discussi- 
on ? 1 he  Origin  and  cause  of  this  disa- 
vowal. 'I'his  involves  several  questi- 
ons, viz.  whether  the  disavowal  origin... 
ted  in  British  pv-rnriy,  or  in  the  mistake 
or  misconduct  of  D.  M.  Erskiiie  Esq. 
the  British  niiiiister — and  also  an  ex- 
amination of  the  nil  warrantable  charge 
of  Mr.  Jacku/ii,  the  dismissed  British 
minister,  by  which  be  endeavored  to 
shift  the  odium  of  the  disavowal  from 
the  king  of  England  to  the  Executive 
of  the  United  .Slates. 

I shall  not  enter  into  a tedious  and 
disgusting  detail,  but  confine  myself 
to  the  spirit  of  the  correspondence — 
nor  shall  1 enter  into  a cnrstruclioii  of 
Mr.  Jackson’s  verbage  and  phraseology, 
but  of  its  obvious  and  natural  import. 
The  disavowal  could  not  have  origina- 
ted in  the  miscoiidnct  of  Mr.  F.rskinc, 
because  iio  geirtlcnian  will  impute  to 
hint  an  unworthy  motive  ; his  high 
character,  his  uniforni  loyalty  to  his  nia- 
jCE  tylthe  king, forbids  such  an  idea.  In 
addition  to  this  I would  call  to  my  aid 
the  doctrine  of  human  nature,  and  ask 
what  motive  could  exist  in  Mr.  Ers- 
kinc to  deceive  his  own  government  or 
the  United  States.  A motive  for  such 
conduct  docs  not  exist.  But  on  the 
other  hand  every  honorable  considera- 
tion, as  well  asevery  other  rational  mo- 
tive, must  have  impres/ed  upon  his 
mind  the  necessity  of  complying  with 
his  majesty’s  wislics.  His  stantiing  ai 
a man  of  integrity  and  inteliigcnce,  his 
continuance  as  minister  in  this  country, 
all  depended  upon  a faithful  execution 
of  the  trust  confided  to  his  charge. 
He  must  ofktiown  that  a violation  of 
instructions  would  only  have  injured 
his  ow  n country  and  the  United  .States 
in  producing  a disavowal,  'I'he  disa. 
owal  therelorc  must  have  originated 
in  the  innocent  misconception  of  Mr. 
Erskinc,  or  in  the  punic  faith  of  Eng- 
land. 

Upon  this  subject  I shall  think  forrny- 
lelf.  Leaving  out  those  events  which 
w ould  go  to  cast  odium  on  the  Biili.sh 
cabinet,  let  me  remind  the  coniiiiittco 
that  Mr.  Erskinc  is  a man  ofuiiderstuiul- 
ing,  a man  of  integrity,  and  he  still  as- 
serts that  he  aclevl  agreeably  to  his  ma- 
jesty’s wishes  and  to  the  spirit  of  the 
instructions  given  him.  1 niust  refer 
to  the  declarations  of  Mr.  Erskinc  in  the 
printed  documents. 

“ Under  these  circumstances,  there- 
fore, finding  that  I could  not  obtain  the 
recognitions  specified  in  Mr.  Caiining’.s 
despatch  of  the  23d  January  (which 
formed  but  one /larf  of  his  instriiclioii.s 
to  me)  in  the  formal  manner  required, 

I considered  that  it  would  be  in  win  to 
lay  before  the  government  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  the  despatch  in  question, 
which  I was  at  liberty  to  have  done  in 
extenso  had  I thought  proper.  But  as  [ 
had  such  strong  grounds  for  believing 
that  the  object  of  his  majesty’s  govern- 
ment could  be  attained,  though  in  a dfi- 
ferent  manner,  and  tlie  spiiit,  at  least, 
of  my  several  letters  of  instuctions  b". 
fully  complied  with,  I felt  a thorough 
conviction  upon  my  niiiid,  that  I should 
be  acting  in  conformity  with  liis  ma- 
jesty’s wishes,  and,  accordinglv,  conclu- 
ded the  late  provisional  agreement  on 
his  majesty’s  behalf  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  U.  States.’’ 

He  states  with  candor  and  sinceiity, 
that  when  he  entered  into  the  arraugc- 
nicnts  he  felt  a thorough  conviction  up- 
on his  mind,  that  he  was  acting  in  con- 
formity, to  his  master’s  wishes,  and  up 
to  the  spirit  of  his  several  letters  of  in- 
structions, if  not  the  ielter  of  them.

(.real  iKcparatior.s  w^jiv  k.al  ingin 
ht  i.eijliHorhowiofihe  English  Islands 
lor  the  expedition  a-.dmat  G uadal  n.p- , 
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wliicli  it  was  expected,  would  sail  early 
in  February. 

It  will  be  seen  by  capt.  Coflin’s  Ma- 
rine list,  that  on  the  7ih  of  December, 
lie  fell  ill  with  the  British  frif'ates  Na- 
iad and  Narcissus,  being  part  of  a squad- 
ron stationed  off  Brest.  They  were 
despatched  in  pursuit  of  2 french  frig- 
ates and  tiiree  transports,  full  of  troops 
that  had  made  their  escape,  destined 
for  Gaudaloupe.  It  is  very  probable, 
that  the  2 French  frigates  memioned 
above,  as  having  arrived  ac  Bassateerc, 
are  the  two  pursued  by  the  Naid  and 
Narcissus.  We  hear  nothing  ol  the 
arrival  ot  the  transports. 

We  also  learn  tlvat  a French  brig  with 
troops  and  despatches,  from  Franco, 
hound  to  Gaitdaionpc,  had  been  captu- 
red and  sent  into  Antigua. — It  was  dis- 
covered from  despatches  on  board  her, 
that  hetween  TO  and  80  sail  of  vessels 
had  and  were  about  sailing  from  differ- 
ent ports  of  France,  witb  men  and  pro- 
visions destined  for  (iuadaloupe. 

One  of  the  French  frigates,  mention- 
ed above,  got  ashore  on  Amigiia  Point, 
and  before  she  got  off,  her  guns  were 
thrown  overboard. 

Afo)  York,  Jan.  1C. 

On  Saturday  arrived  at  this  port,  the 
ship  Whampoa,  DekovenanU  Camilla,  both 
ft-TOt)  Cadiz,  the  former  having  left  that 
port  on  the  ytli  of  December,  and  captain 
Dekoven  lias  politely  furnished  the  editor 
of  the  Mercantile  .\dvertiser  with  the  fol- 
lowing verlwl  iiitelligeuce,  viz  ; — That  a 
battle  was  fiught  in  La  Mancha,  near 
t'arolina  about  the  Middle  of  November, 
between  a Spanisli  army  of  50,000  men, 
and  Ney’s  Division  consisting  of  from  18  to 
20,000;  that  on  the  approach  of  the  French 
army,  10,000  of  the  Spaniards  threw  down 
their  arms,  without  tiring  a gun;  and  that 
the  remainder  retreated,  and  were  com- 
pletely dispersed  for  3 days;  when  they 
again  mustered  to  the  amount  of  from  35  to 
4f  OW  men. 

An  Executive  government  had  been 
formed  at  Seville,  consisting  of  0 mem- 
bers ; of  which  the  Bishop  of  Laotlicea 
was  appointed  the  President.  The  Cen- 
tral Junta  still  existed. 

A Decree  had  been  passed  by  tho  Span- 
ish government  for  augmenting  their  army 
to  230  or  500,000  men. 

A passenger  in  the  Whampoa,  who  was 
at  Gibralter  on  the  1st  of  December,  in- 
forms us,  that  ail  army  of  "000  men  was 
momently  expected  at  flibralter  from  Lis- 
bon, to '.akc  possession  of  Ceuta,  the  Isl- 
ands of  Minorca  and  Majorca,  andlvica; 
and  that  it  was  understood,  the  Memhers 
of  the  Spanish  Junta  would  remove  to 
Ceuta,  in  case  the  French  army  should 
cause  them  to  retire.  No  intelligence  had 
reached  Cadiz  of  the  burning  of  Madrid. 

It  was  known  at  Gibralter  on  the  first  of 
Dec.  that  a part  of tlie  Toulon  fleet  had  return- 
ed into  poll. 

The  b.:sl  informed  persons  in  Cadiz  think 
tUnt  Spain  must  Siam  fall,  as  she  has  not  now 
any  troo|>s  she  can  depend  upon,  and  that  the 
English  are  ir.upli  dissatisfied  with  the  Spanish 
government,  so  that  little  can  be  expected  from 
them. 

The  brig  Factor  has  arrived  at  Boflon, 
having  failed  from  Cadiz  the  30th  Nov. 
At  that  time  a large  French  army  was  ad 
vaiicing  into  Spain,  and  it  was  expected  a 
part  ol  them  would  attack  Cadiz  within  a 
inontlis.  F'very  fpecies  of  defensive  mea- 
forcs  was  malting  to  oppofe  them.  The 
Blips  of  war  were  Hill  at  Cadiz.  Many 
of  the  principle  Spaniards  were  llilpping 
their  property  :o  England,  and,  if  tieces- 
fary  would  follow  it.  The  .Maiqnis  of 
Welle  (ley  failed  for  Enghtiid  in  the  Done 
gal  of  74  guns,  Nov.  11. 

We  have  I’een  the  following  extract  ot 
a letter,  from  Cadiz,  21J  Nov,  to  a gentle 
man  in  this  city. 

“ Our  government  are  making  extraor- 
dinary exertions  to  raise  a force  capable  of 
reClling  the  immense  armies  which  the 
French  will  nour  into  this  country  in  con 
frquence  of  the  peace  with  Austria  ; the 
llriiggle  will  be  arduous,  but  we  Hat.er  our- 
selves that  the  ultimate  success  will  attend 
our  c.tuse  though  not  without  great  facri 
fices.

the  iinporiaiit  and  difficult  negociation  with 
the  belligerent  powers  in  the  recess  ot  con 
gross,  especially  in  parrying  the  insidious 
artifice  of  the  British  court,  in  tl.cir  late 
nefarious  breacli  of  political  faith  and  na 
tional  honor,  in  refusing  to  ratify  the  so- 
iemii  engagements  entered  into  by  their  ac- 
credited minister  ; and  firmly  believing 
that  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  the 
cup  of  friendship  and  reconciliation  lias 
been  drained  to  its  very  dregs — Therefore, 
Resolved,  unanimously,  '1  hat  we  pledge 
our  live.s,  our  fortiiiies.  alid  all  our  interests 
ill  the  support  of  all  just,  necessary  and  ef- 
ficient measures  which  congress  may  deem 
ex|)edient  for  securing  our  injured  rights, 
insulted  sovereignty  and  independence. 

Resolved,  That  thegoi  ernor  be  request- 
ed to  forward  cojiies  of  the  foregoing  reso- 
lutioii  to  tlie  president  of  the  United  States, 
the  president  of  tlie  senate,  the  sjicaker  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  aiiirto  our  se- 
nators and  representatives  in  congress.

I'he  bill  was  twice  read  and  referred  to 
committee  of  the  whole. 

FOREIGN  LICENCES  TO  TRADE. 

The  House  resolved  itself  into  a committee 
of  the  whole  on  the  bill,  to  deprive  in  certain 
cases  vessels  of  their  .American  character,  &c. 

Mr.Fisismml,  as  he  was  in  favor  of  the  hill, 
and  the  principal  objection  which  had  been 
made  to  it  was  that  it  could  not  be  enforceil,  to 
meet  that  objection  he  thought  proper  to  offer 
the  following  amcndnienl  .as  a new  section  to 
the  bill. 

“ Ami  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  pur 
pose  of  enforcing  obedience  to  this  act,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  and 
hereby  is  authorised  to  employ  such  portion  of 
the  navy  of  the  United  States  .as  he  shall  deem 
necessary,  which  force  so  to  be  employed  shall 
act,  in  conformity  to  instructions  to  be  fur- 
nished to  the  commanders  by  tlie  President, 
directing  them  to  examine  and  send  into  tlie 
nearest  [tort  in  the  United  States  for  adjudica- 
tion and  punisliiueiit  those  detected  in  violating 
tins  act.” 

The  comniitlee  then  rose,  reported  progress 
and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again  ,•  and  Mr.  F'isk’s 
ameiuliTient  was  ordered  to  be  printrel 
DETACHMENT  OF  MILITIA. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tallmadge,  the  House  re- 
solved itself  into  a comniiuee  of  the  whole, 
Mr-  Basset  in  llic  Cl|air,  on  the  bill  autho- 
rising a detachment  of  the  militia  of  the  United 
States. 

[This  bill  provides  far  a detachment  of  100,- 
OOO  militia,  to  be  ready  to  march  at  a moment’s 
wai-ning,  hut  not  to  serve  a longer  lime  than 
six  months  afterthey  arrive  at  the  place  of  leii- 
dezioiis  Volunteers  may  be  accepted.] 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tallmaitge,  tlie  blank  for 
the  sum  to  be  appropriated  and  held  in  readi- 
ness  to  carry  into  effect  the  iiilenUon  of  the 
bill,  when  iiecessaiT,  was  filled  with  one  mil- 
lion of  dollars. 

And,  the  bill  being  gone  through,  the  com- 
mittee rose,  repor;ed/iro/rf«aiid  'ubtaincJ  leave 
to  sit  ag^in. 

The  reason  why  the  commitlee  <lid  not  rc- 
lort  Ihe  hitl  to  tJte  House,  was  a sugg'estion 
Jy  Jifr.  Dana  of  a wish  to  obtain  inforntation 
on  the  manner  in  which  the  former  acts  of  a 
similar  nature  had  been  carried  into  efiect. 
For  which  purpose 

Mr.  Dana  moved  a resolution  caUing-  upon 
the  Secretary  of  War  for  informathm  of  the 
manner  in  wliirh  the  late  laws  authorisiiiff  dc- 
laclunonts  of  the  militia  of  the  United  Slates 
had  been  executed. 

But  before  a question  was  taken  on  the  re- 
solution, the  House  a<ljourncd.
